2. Claims 1 , 3, 5-1 2 and 1 4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regard to 
claim 1, the prior art neither anticipated nor suggests in combination the limitations of: 

The elongate opening of the insertion puncture needle including a wide upper 
portion through which the upper end portion of the engaging member can pass and a 
narrow lower portion through which the upper end portion of the member cannot pass 
and the lower side portion of the engaging member can pass. 

The prior art reference in US Patent No. 6,638,286 B1 to Burbank et al. teaches 
a Doppler directed suture ligation device and method. Burbank teaches a device that 
has all the limitation of claim 1 except for the elongate opening of the insertion puncture 
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needle including a wide upper portion through which the upper end portion of the 
engaging member can pass and a narrow lower portion through which the upper end 
portion of the member cannot pass and the lower side portion of the engaging member 
can pass.
